COUNTY FUNDS ASKED FOR FIGHT 


TO ELIMINATE ALLIGATOR WEED 


VISALIA — Tulare county 
supervisors were asked, 
Tuesday, to include $16,000 
in the 1967-68 county budget 
to continue the fight against 
“‘the worst weed pest that 
has ever hit this county,” 
the alligator weed. 

Under an agreement be- 
tween the county and state, 
this amount would be 
matched through the Cali- 
fornia department of agri- 
culture to provide $32,000 
for the fight against al- 
ligator weed that was 
identified for the first time 
in the Porterville and 
Visalia areas last year. 

Presentation tothe board 
of supervisors was made 
by Butch Mankins, Tulare 
County Agricultural com- 
missioner, and Les Hay- 
worth, of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

They pointed out that 
there are now 73 acres of

Alligator weed must be stamped out in Tulare county. 

If it is not, economic loss to agriculture will be 
tremendous. 

This weed was identified in both the Porterville and 
Visalia areas only last year. It is spread through ir- 
rigation ditches and could be carried from field to field 
on farm equipment. It now covers an estimated area of 
73 acres in Tulare county. 

While it thrives in water, it also does well in irrigated 
fields and it is known to survive in dry adobe where nut 
grass and morning glory has burned out. In southern 
states it has taken over thousands of acres of farm land, 

If not eliminated in Tulare county, alligator weed could 
completely kill rice production; it could move into alfalfa 
fields and make the baling of hay impossible; it could 
develop to a point in cotton and corn fields that harvest 
would be virtually impossible. 

When identified last year in Tulare county, there was 
no known chemical tokill and control this weed. Chemicals 
have now been found through experimentation, but the 
job is not easy. 

Control and eventual elimination of alligator weed in 
Tulare county hinges on continued action - action for which 
$32,000 is needed by the county agricultural commissioner 
and the state department of agriculture, ona 50-50 basis. 

Tuesday, county supervisors were asked to put this 
amount in their budget - not toeliminate alligator weed in 
a year because that’s just not possible, but to contain it 
and to knock it down inthe areas where it is, then, over a 
period of years, eliminate it. 

This is a ‘‘must’’ item in the 1967-68 budget.

Duffy Works 
For Vocational 


Education Study 


SACRAMENTO - As- 
semblyman Gordon Duffy, 
(Kings - Tulare) has pub- 
licly commended the state 
department of education for 
a study that the department 
did on the subject of voca- 
tional education in Cali- 
fornia. 

This study was the re- 
sult of a House resolution, 
introduced by Duffy in1966, 
that the state’s rapidly 
changing iechnology has 
created aneedfor numer- 
ous new jobs, but the voca- 
tional training program be- 
ing offered by many of Cali- 
fornia’s schools are in- 
adequate to the task of 
training young people for 
these new jobs. 

In its study the depart- 
ment of education found 
that vocational education 
is expanding in California 
but this expansion is 
limited “‘by the lack of 
commitment by some 
schools districts to vo- 
cational education, the 
availability of facilities,

SACRAMENTO - Milk 
pooling legislation in the 
present session of the 
legislature is very much 
alive, Senator Howard Way 
has reassured valley milk 
producers in a statement 
issued from his office in 
Sacramento. 

“‘Some dairymen left the 
June 28 hearing of the 
Senate Committee onAgri- 
culture feeling thar AB 910 
(Gonsalves) had been 
killed,’’ Senator Way said. 

“I -hope all dairy pro- 
ducers realize that it was 
merely taken under sub- 
mission until 8 a.m. Thurs- 
day, July 13, when the com- 
mittee meets again. Two 
members of the committee 
who are presumably in 
favor of AB 910 were 
unavoidably absent. Their 
votes would have. been 
necessary to gain passage 
of the bill,’’ the Senator, 
added. 

Senator Way also pointed 
out:that AB 2029 (Porter) 
which the Assembly passed 
some weeks ago, will be 
heard on July 13 at the 
request of its author. 

Senator Way stated that 
he is supporting AB 910 
in its present form be- 
cause it is the bill wanted 
by. most producers in the 
15th Senate district. which 
has more dairymen than 
any other Senate district 
in the state. 

“At no time since I have 
been inSacramento have we 
seen such complete agree- 
ment among producers on 
milk pooling,’’ Senator Way 
said. ““This augers wellfor 
the passage of the Dill. 

“I have said in the past 
that when producers get to- 
gether on milk pooling, 
there will be legislation 
establishing it,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘That time seems 
to be here, and although 
there are still minor points 
of disagreement, I believe 
AB 910 is acceptable to 
most. In allfairness, how- 
ever, we must allow pro- 
ponents of other bills to 
be heard.”’ 

Senator Way said that 
milk pooling has been be- 
fore the legislature for the 
past five years. . With the 
present widespread agree- 
ment among all production 
interests, he feels that 
chances for passage are 
most favorable.

There may be, as the old 
saying goes, no royal road to 
learning, but quite a few wel- 
fare recipients have found a 
royal road to earning. They 
just go to the state with the 
most generous welfare pay- 
ments and the lowest resi- 
dency requirements.
